IV. MISCELLANEOUS 


Sources, who have furnished reliable information 
in the pastand who are familiar with certain PLP personalities 
and activities in the New York City area, were contacted 
in June, 1965, and advised they have no knowledge of any 
connection between the PLP and the Black Arts Repertory 
Theatre School, 


The E و‎ edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
captioned "What Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertise- 
ment announeed the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and declared the PPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize the. distorted 
American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of موہ‎

United States Seh t 21 ubcommittee on 7 
January 10, 1961 identified b6 
himself and ; 
also testified he and obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied 0 rg the 8081 of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement.

This Source added that 
during the past year there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, Su was negligible.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J, DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "tne chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States. It is to be noted 
that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prime activity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis-

and the uplifting of Blacks. The file reflected iat ‘some 
members of such Black nationalist groups as the Rev- 
olutionary Action Movement (RAM), Organization for Black 
Power (OBP) and the Harlem Youth Gang, known as the 5 
Percenters, are known to have frequented affairs sponsored "P 
by the Black Arts Repertory Theatre School (BARTS). However, 
the file reflects no information which would indicate that 
these Black nationalist groups or any other subversive type 
organizations have so infiltrated or exercised such control 
over BARTS that it can be considered a front for these 

groups.
